In response to the Office Action dated May 22, 2001, please consider the following 
response: 

Applicants have carefully reviewed the Office Action dated May 22, 2001. The Office 
Action stated that three distinct species had been identified. Election of species was requested. 
Applicants elect species I without traverse. Species I corresponds to Figures 1, 2, 2a and 3. 
Claims 1-8 and 10-20 correspond to Species I. 

Further, Applicants respectfully traverse the Examiner's assertion at page 2 of the 


Restriction Requirement that currently no claim is generic. At least independent claims 1,3, 12
